Wm. T. Seyler was indicted for 


the murder on a night in February- 
last, of Jane Adams, an 18-year-old 
girl, whose bruised and frozen body- 
was taken from the bVeakers 
ou 


Feb. 13. 


The evidence against Seyler for the 


most part is circumstantial and 
in 


connection with the police attempt 
to break him down and force a con- 
fession 
there were 
developments 


which resulted in the I'nited States 
ordering an investigation of the po- 
lice "third degree." 


Seyler, who is married, had been 


very friendly with Jane Adams, and 
her mother forbid her having any- 
thing" to do with him. On Feb. 4 
there was a concert and dance at 
Young's pier and Orvis Seyler, broth- 
er of the accused, took Jane and her 
younger sister Alice to 
the 
pier. 


Wm. T. Seyler was waiting at the 
entrance to the pier and the quar- 
tette paired off. Jane • going 
with 


William. 
They listend to the music 


and viewed the moving pictures. Af- 
ter about an hour they walked out 
to the end of the pier near the wife- 
less station. 


This section is dimly lighted and 


Alice 
Adams 
became 
frightened. 


She and Orvis started back. 
She 


called to Jane, according to her story 
told at the inquest, and the latter 
started. 
William grabbed her arm 


and told her to wait a minute and 
called to the others that they would 
be along presently. 
That was the 


last seen of Jane Adams alive. 


When she failed to return home 


her mother went to the Seyler house 
where she found William, his wife 
and two children. 
She asked where 


Jane was and Seyler declared he left 
her on the pier. 
The next day both 


Seyler boys disappeared and as Jane 
was missing Mrs. Adams swore out 
a. warrant for Wm. Seyler charging 
abduction. There was no thought of 
foul play until the body of the miss- 
ing girl, clad in the white dress she 
had donned to attend the dance, was 
recovered from the ocean. 
There 


were marks on the face and throat 
and a deep wound above the left 
eye. 
Her clothing was torn and ir 


was believed she had been murdered 
while battling for her honor. 


Rewards were offered fnr the ap- 


prehension of the Seylers and they 
v.-ere finally located in Petersburg. 
Va., where they had formerly lived. 
They were brought hack to Atlantic 
City and a strong guard of 
police 


had plenty of work preven<ng mob 
violence so intense was the feoling" 
aeainst Wm.

Instead, he U the cunniug l>et-eiver 
who for centuries has been hoodwink- 
ing humanity, including the Cliurcn— 
putting darkness for H.ulit and H^lit for 
darkness. 
i>ud did nut create Uim a 


devil. He became such by self perver- 
sion through ambition 
Originally tiis 


name was l.ucifer—M.irnnix Slur. 
He 


beheld our tirst parents in K«leu. noted 
their power to produce a nice m their 
own likeness and coveted an empire 
with them as bis subjects. 


Kor MX thousand years God has per- 


mitted Lilian :o exercise a measure of 
det'epslv*- pouer over tbe race and to 
display i«> Ijotu angels and meu the ter- 
rible results of sin. as exemplified in 
what the Apostle terms the "rtMjrn ot 
sin aud death." and tbe mental, moral 
aud physical degradation' resulting. 


Satan baa not been clone. Not only 


IB he "tbe Prince of this world" or 
age. but additionally be is tbe "Prince 
«f devils"—demons. The speaker show- 
«•] from tbe Scriptures (Genesis vi; 
Jude 6) how these subordinate de- 
nious had once been holy angels, too— 
aud when aud where they sinned, and 
how. 


"The Apostle Peter gives the kej to 


tbe real solution of the matter when. 
In reciting the events connected with 
the Hood, he tells us of the fall of the 
angels at mat time, who 'in the days 
of Noah" 'kept not their tir^t estate" 
(1 Peter ill. 19. 20) Those ansels who 
were permitted to have a measure of 
control of the fallen race, with a view 
to helping them as mucb as they 
might be able, and who. for the pur- 
pose of rendering sucb assistance to 
mankind, were permitted to appear in 
human form, became enamored of the 
human female, and preferred tbe bu- 
man form to their own state as spirit 
beings. They thus left their original 
estate, as Jude also explains (Jude 
6). 
These angels are the ones de- 


nominated the sons of God,' none of 
the human family being given that 
name after the fall. The angels who 
fell from their noble work and condi- 
tion, aud became groveling aud sen- 
sual, manifested clearly in their own 
course the downward tendency of all 
transgressions of tbe divine law. 


"The Apostles Peter and Jude clear- 


ly mark out tbe punishment visited 
upon those 'sons of God' who thus be- 
trayed their trust aud fell into sin. 
•leaving their own habitation.' their 
own nature, and affiliating witb the 
human nature. Their punishment bas 
been their deprivation of ail sucb lib- 
erties, and their separation frotn God 
and from tbe holy angels: and this re- 
straint is called, by tbe 
Apostle, 


'chains of darkness." while the 
re- 


strained ones themselves, instead of 
being recognized as "sous of God,' or 
angels of 
light, 
were 
thenceforth 


known as 'angels of darkness." 'de- 
mons.' 'wicked spirits.' 
Incidentally 


•we remark that these are tbe 'spirits 
In prison' mentioned by Peter (I Peter 
Hi. 19). and that although restricted as 
respects tbeir powers of fellowship 
witb the holy augels. and witb roan- 
kind, being co longer privileged to ap- 
pear as men. they still seek human 
fellowship, endeavoring to gain posses- 
sion of human beings wbo yield up 
tbeir wills, and who are then said to 
be possessed of devils or 'obsessed.' It 
Is but a preliminary step toward thus 
getting possession of tbe individual 
that these wicked spirits appeal to hu- 
manity to become their mediums (spir 
It mediums), through whom they to 
some extent communicate. 
And they 


personate dead human beings, because 
they know well that humanity would 
ftiiun tbem and fear them if tbeir real 
identity were discovered. 


"Satan and bis subordinates have 


maintained a system of tinman decep- 
tion." tbe speaker declared, and it 
must be confessed that b« gave Bib- 
lical proofs for bis every claim. 
He 


asserted that tbe communications be 
Ileved by Spiritualists—Or Kunk. I'rof 
Hyslop. Editor Stead and others—to be 
communications from the dend. are 
really deceptive communications from 
these fallen ancels So far from claim- 
ing that these professors and medi- 
ums practice deception, his claim is 
that they themselves are deceived and 
are unintentionally leading others on- 
ward 
into a 
terrible 
Spiritualistic 


rnaelstrom. which, he dec-tares, we are 
Hearing, arcordiii? to the P.ible. 
He 


wanted against hypnotism, mind cures 
etc,, practiced by well-meaning but de- 
ceived physicians, ministers and oth- 
ers. He declared that all these tended 
*s brer.fe d^'.vn ?he hTinian will, tbe 
<5od-given barrier and defense of man- 
kind 
«arnln«t 
th<» enc-roactimenrs of 


these fallen angels, who seek coutin-

mind, thoughts and will of men. 
He 


warned all against owuU influences of 
every kind, urging that the human will 
should be preserved aud should be 
submitted only to the Almighty, and to 
him only—intelligently in accordance 
witb bis Instructions iu the Bible.

due also at this time to God's couse 
crated people.

of all thiuisi which God hath spoken 
by the mouth of all the holy prophets 
since tbe world began' (Acts iii. 19-21).

OK CIIIMST shall have accomplished 
its glorious work of uplifting human- 
ity out of sin and death conditions t<> 
full human perfection and the image 
of God.

Tbe Bible, in calling attention to tnia 
great time of trouble, warns the pt-o- 
ple of God. so far as possible to avoid 
both sides of tbe controversy, saying. 
'Seek meekness; seek righteousness, 
it may be that ye shall be bid in tbe 
day of tbe Lord's auger1 (/epbaniab 
Ii. 3). With the wreck of present in- 
stitutions conies tbe end of Satan's 
regime. So terrible will be the beat of 
passion aud strife engendered at that 
time that the Scriptures declare that 
if it were not tor the 'Elect' there 
would be no flesh saved (Mark xiii.

ests, a share witb our Savior in his 
Millennial Kingdom and its gracious 
work of human uplift—from the depths 
of sin and degradation to the heights 
of earthly perfection and eternal life! 
Let us. as tbe Apostle exhorts. May 
aside every weijrht. and the sin that 
does so easily beset ns. and let us run 
witb patience the race set before as' 
(Hebrews sii. 1). This race is for the 
'crown of glory.' as members of the 
Elect Missionary Church and for the 
glorious opportunities then to be af- 
forded for the realization of the most 
glorious dreams of service for the King 
of kings and Lord of lords. 


"We cannot suppose that Satan's 


Empire is entirely satisfactory to biro- 
self. Undoubtedly his original thoturbt 
was tbe organization of a realm resem- 
bling that of tbe Almighty. 
But the 


course of sin is ever downward. To 
obtain control of onr first parents they 
were misled into steps of disobedience 
—sin—and the Adversary himself, hav- 
ing started npon the wron^ course, can 
maintain his own «tnnditi!r anil king- 
dom only by determined opposition to 
Jehovah. This is the significance ot
